Some of Mr. Lir.onln's friends having .r i tbst

land grenades filled v. iih rietnna ing powder, sim- 
ilar to those used in tbe attempted assassination 
of the Kutperor. Loots Napoleon. It was intended 
that in the confusion which should result from 
his attai-k, the assailant* should escape to a resV 
sel which was waiting in the harbor to receive 
them, at d be carried to Mobile, in the seceding 
State of Alabama. 

Cpon Mr. Lincoln's arrival in Philadelphia on 
Thursday, th» 21st day of February, the detective 
Hi.d Pbilad iphla and submitted to certain 
friend* (4 the President elect tbe information he 
had collected as to the con.spirators and their plans. 
An in»erview was imme*li*iely arranged lietween 
Mr. Lincoln and the detec.lv*. The interview 
took pi.. • in Mr. Lincoln's room, in the Conti- 
nental ii deJ. w here be was staying during his 
isil in Philadelphia. 

Mr. Lincoln, having heard the odicer's state- 
ment, informed hiiu that be had promised to raise 
be American dig on Independence Hall on the 
iie.it morning — the morning of ihe anniversary 
of Washington '■*- birih-dav, and that he had ac- 
cepted tbe invitation of the Pennsylvania l^gis- 
lutnre to be publicly received by that body in tbe 
afternoon cf the same day. "Both of these en- 
gagements," said he, with emphasis, **1 will 
keep, if it costs me my life. If, however, after I 
shall bave concluded these engagements, voa can 
lake me in safety to Washington. I will plate 
myself st your disposal, and authorise yon to 
make such arringementa as \ ou may deem proper 
for that pnrpofe * 

On the next day, in tbe morning, Mr. Lincoln 
performed the ceromonv of raising the American 
ou on Independence flail. In Philadelphia, ac- 
oirding to nia promise, aud arrived at Harris- 
burg on the Hfterr.'-ou of the same d.y, where he 
was formally welcomed by the Pennsylvania 
I*>girljluiu. After tbe reception, be retired to 
hi? Hotel, the Jones Boot**, and withdrew with a 
few coatitiential triinds to a r.rivate apartment. 
Here he remained until nearly six o'clock in the 
evening, when, in company with Col. La own, he 
unietly entered a carriage without observation, 
an wa* driven to the Pennsylvania Railroad, 
where a special train for Philadelphia was wait- 
ing for him. Simultaneously with his depar- 
ture from Harrisburg, the telegraph wires were 
cot, so th*.t his departure, if it should become 
kn. wn, mi^bt not lie communicated at a distance. 

The special train arriv d in Philadelphia at a 
rjc irter before eleven o'clock at night. Here he 
was met by th detective, who had a carriage In 
readiness into which th* party entered, and were 
driven to the depot of the Philadelphia, Wil 
Biinirton. and B.ltimore K ilroaid. 

They did not ree.*b the depot until a quarter 
past efeve ; but fortun itely tor them, tbe regular 
train, the h urof vliich, for starting, waseleien, 
hod been delayed. The pirty then took berths in 
the sleeping car, and without change of cars, 
passed directly throui-h to Washington, where 
they arrivid at the usual hour, half past fIx, on 
the miming of cia'nrdav, the VA Mr. Unco n 
wore no di*,fut*e whatever, bot iourne^'ed in an 
ordinary traveling dre^s. 

It is" pr per to state h*r*. thit prior to Mr. 
Uncotn's atrival in rhll.idelphia, Gen Scott and 
Sena or Aewurd. In Wa*bit g'on, had been ap- 
pri^sd, frnm ii d-perd' n' »> urces, that imminto* 
dancer threatened Mr IJncoln in case he should 
publicly pass tbrongh Baltimore, ai d accordingly 
a special messenger, Mr Frederick W f-eward a 
son i f Senator S.-ward, was de*patcbid to Phila- 
delphia to ur^'e Mr Linca Li to come direct to 
Washington In ■ quiet manner. The messenger 
arrived in Pltilsd Iphia lste on Thursday night, 
and had an in erview wi h the P esident elect, 
immediately sut»eqiient to his interview with the 
de'ec ive He was informed that Mr. Lincoln 
would arrive by the early train on Saturday 
morning, and, in accordance with this fuforma- 
tion, Mr. Wasbburne. member of Congress from 
Illinois, awaited th* President elect at the depot 
in Washington, whence he was taken in a car- 
riage to his quarters In Willard's Hotel, where 
Senator Seward stood ready to receive him. 

Tbe deter live traveled with Mr. ljnooln uniler 
the oame of A. J. Allen, which name wa* regis- 
tered with the President elect's on the book at 
Willard's Hotel. Being a well known individual, 
he wa« speedily recogi i< sj, and suspicion natur- 
ally aro-e that he had b*en instrumental in ex- 
posing the plot whicn caused Mr. Lincoln's hur- 
ried } mmey It was ddenifl prudent that he 
should leave Washing on two myt after his ar- 
rivaL although he bad intei d-d to remain and 
witness the ceremonies of inauguration. 

The fri* nd* cf Vr Lincoln do not question the 
loyaltv aod ho-pitality of the p<-cple of Maryland, 
but they were aware that a few disaffected cit- 
izen* who sympathized warmly with the seces- 
sionists were determined to frustrate, at all haz- 
ards, the inauguration of tbe Preeident elect, 
e. on at the cost of bU life. 

The characters and pursuits t>' the con-pirators 
were various. S -me of them were impelled by a 
fanatical aeal which they termed patriotism, and 
they justified their acts by the example of Brutus, 
in ridding his country of a tyrant. One of th> m 
was accustomed to recite passages put into the 
mouth of the character of Brn us in Shakspeare'a 
play of Julius Ca*ear. Others were stimulated by 
the offer of pecuniary reward. These, it was ob- 
served, staid away from their usual places of work 
for several weeks prior to tbe intend* d assault. 
Although their circumstance* had previously ren- 
dered tbero dependent on their daily labor forrup- 
port, tbey were during this time abundantly sup- 
plied with money, which they squandered in bar 
rooms and disreputable pi teas. 

After tbe discovery of the plot, a strict watch 
was kept ba* the agents of detection over tbe 
movements of the conspirators, and .ni.-ient meas- 
ures were adopted to guard against anv attack 
which they might meditate upon tbe President 
elect until he was installed in office. 

Mr. Lincoln's family left Harrisburg for Balti- 
more, on their way to Washington, in the special 
train intended for him. And as, before starting, 
a Dies-sage announcing Mr. Lincoln's departure 
and arrival at Washington had been telegraphed 
to Baltimore over the wire*, which bad been re- 
raired that morning, tbe passage tbrongh Balti- 
more was safety effected. 

The remark" ot" Mr. Lincoln, during the cere- 
mony of raising tbe 6igon Independence Hall 
on Friday morning, that ha would assert his 
principles oo bis iuaugura Ion, uitbough he were 
to ba assassinated on the spot, h»d evident refer- 
ence to the communication made to him by the 
detective on tbe night preceding. 

Tbe name* of the conspirators will not at pres- 
ent be divulged. But tbey are In possttslon of 
rcnymsible parties, inclading tb* President. 

The number originally ascertained to be banded 
together for the a&sassinaticn of Mr. Lincoln was 
twenty, bat th* number of those who war* fully 
apprised of th* details of the plot became daily 
smaller as the time for executing it drew year. 

Some of the women employed by tbe detective 
went to serve as waiters, senntstrvn-es, &c, Lu the 
families of tho conspirators, and a record was 
regularly kept of what was said anil done to 
further their enterprise. A record was also kept 
by the detective of tbelr delilierations Id secret 
ooncbtre, bnt, for -uiLiciect rensons, it La withheld 
for tlie present from publication. Tbe itetective 
ami his agents regularly contributed money to 
pay t}u» expenses of the o'nswracy .

It h-ia been suggested that an expression in my 
first communication might lead to the idea that 
it was intended to recommend that Southern porta 
should be so blockaded as to prevent exports. 
So far from that being the writer's view, he 
thinks that neither the President nor Confess 
baa power so to p'ohibit exports, and, if thep ov- 
er existed, he believes its exercise would be in- 
expedient. 

The types also made me say. that collection of 
the dutfes would be a greater coercion than that 
of military invasion, when it should have been 
gentler. But perhaps the tvpe-setters have ac- 
tually improved upon my idea, because it would 
really be the more efficient coercion of the two, 
as it "would be in accordance with, whilst the 
other wonld be contrary to, the national feeling 
and opinion. 

Enough has not boen said, indeed too much 
cannot well be said, on the subject of the free 
navigation of the Mississippi, and tbe insolent 
attempt to control it and tax our trade. 

The great vallev, after excluding all Texas, 
all Western Virginia and Pennsylvania, and all 
west of Kansa-, contains an area double in ex- 
tent all the Union east of it, with more than five 
times the ability to sustain population, the advan- 
tage in climate" and soil being properly consid- 
ered. With those exclusions, the vallev now has 
a population of 13.100,000, of which "l,. r >00, 000 
are slaves and 11,900,000 free. Of that free pop- 
ulation, Louisiana and Mississippi have only 
700,000. Twenty years hence, when those two 
States will have only a million and a half or at 
MM t«o millions of whites, the rest of the val- 
ley will have near thirty million if the rapid in- 
crease of tbe two last decades is kept up. 

The fact is, that, notwithstanding its thirteen 
million of population, the valley may be properly 
s-iid to be only well prepared for settlement, ard 
to have only got a good start in manufactures and 
commerce. " Its capabilities in tha wav of popula- 
tion reaches at least two hundred million, without 
approaching the density of European nations. 

Its development in commerce and manufactures 
daring the next twenty years will be rapid and 
vast. Mexico when "quieted, with Central 
America, South America, and the West Indies, 
are or will lie the abundant markets for the enor- 
mous agricultural and manufacturing products of 
the valley, and in which she can meet no success- 
ful competitor. For all this immense trade, five- 
fold what it now U, Orleans is tbe natural, indis- 
pensable entrepot, tbe distributing merchant. 

Let the people of Louisiana pause here and 
think:— will tha eleven million of harly freemen 
' — <l'i. nnri-j iijrtnf the vallev, or 
tho more than Iv. enfy-Tive Wmrffi tn »■■ ' .. .- 
veers hence, permit l^iuisiana to block their way 
to the ocean? Will they permit her, or any fo-- 
eign government whatever, to assume control 
over the navigation of the river for any purpose, 
or to tax their trade? Such an idea is contrary 
to every rational presumption. It is not merely 
irrational, but msv l>e properly tenmd an impos- 
sibility. No people, having "the power to right 
themselves, ever did or ever will submit to such 
wrong and oppression. Everyman among those 
eleven millions lielieves that he has as much right 
to the free, unobstructed, untaxed use of Ihe 
river and its marts, as he has to the public high- 
way in his county, or the street in his town. 

As an evidence of this general belief, take 
this extract from am-ther speech of Mr. (May, in 
the great debate of Ml "I hope there is no IM 
in the Senate before whose imagination is Sitting 
the idea of a great Southern Confederacy, ta take 
possession of the mouth of the Mississippi. I say 
never, never, xkvkk will we, who occupy the 
broad waters of the Mississippi and its tributaries 
consent that any foreign lUg shall float at the 
Dalize or upon the turrets of the Crescent City; 
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force the fort at all hazards." Mr. Lincoln 
t/aet its snrA node, and wc arc astonished that 
nil of thc intclliacnt pentlemen who signed 
this i all, slid who, Irom thc leading interest 
thev now take in thc question of the day, must

Lincoln's term of office is brief and fleeting; 
the Government, wc hope, will last forever. 
Wo would sooner acknowledge kinship with 
insects and reptiles than permit ourselves to bo 
driven or influenced by Mr. Lincoln or any 
other man, occupying the Presidency or any 
other office, into a violation of o.ur allegiance 
or into an attitude of hostility to thc Govern 
mcnt that has held its broad regis over us from 
our infancy. 

Friends of th« Union! wo earnestly invoke 
each and all of you to stand to your integrity 
Falter not in tho cause 'f your country. If 
temptation besot you, tnink of Washington 
and Jackson, and Clay, and nil the other 
mighty patriots whose awful dust has mingled 
with the common dust of earth, and spurn the 
tempters behind you as you would spurn the 
spirits of perdition. Ba true to your conn 
try, true to yourselves, true to your fathers 
true to your posterity, and true to God, and 
nil will soon be well.

We aro in thc midst of a crisis of dark and 
torriblo import. Every dispassionate, intel 
ligent, and reflecting man knows how it was 
brought upon us. A fanatical party in the 
North, alter having, in violation of the spirit 
of tho Constitution, waged for years a relent- 
less though vain warfare against sla\cry and 
slaveholders, nominated sectional candidates 
for tho Presidency and Vice Presidency of the 
United States last spring. Tho ultra polili 
cians of thc South, impelled by a life-Ion; 
batted of tho Union, and not doubting that 
thc election of the Northern candidates could 
bo uaed as thc most certain meaus of its disso- 
lution, proceeded to render the success of those 
candidates in> vitable by adopting measures for 
the division of thc democratic party into a 
Douglas party and a Urcckinridge party. This 
policy succeeded; tho Northern candidates 
were elected, elected through tho influence of 
the Southern Conspiracy — and then tho Con 
spirators, availing themselves of tho odious 
and atrocious results of their own machina- 
tions and labors, proceeded to precipitate State 
after State ont of the Union, seizing violently 
and lawlessly all the United States money and 
other United States properly within their reach. 

We need not hero rc|«at thc expression 
ol our uewa- in regard to Fort Sumpter 
Wo regard the lntc ar-sault ujwn that Port 
iu an ait of unjustifiable aggression, an 
act of war, deserving tho so crest rcprehci 
sion and the severest punishment, and wc an- 
ticipate the speedy commission, by the Sou - h, 
of other acts oT the sauiu character. Certain- 
ly there is much, in what has recently been 
done and in the prosjiect of what is likely to 
bo done, to provoke the U. S. Government to 
countervailing movements of thc utmost vigor, 
Tlut here arises tho question, the momentous 
question, whether such movements would not, 
far from accomplishing any good, bring about 
evil and only tvfl, ev9 tcrnblu in character 
and fearful iu extent, involving tho guilty and 
the innocent alike of both sections of the 
country in the most aw tul desolation and ruin 
It is the official duty of the President of tho 
United States to execute the laws > but, when 
ho sees that he cannot possibly do this at all, 
or at any rate that he cannot do it without the 
inauguration and consummation of evils and 
calamities a hundred times greater than anv 
already existing, he may well acknowledge the 
stern and iuexorable necessity of staying his 
hand. Assuredly the whole power of tho na- 
tion outside of the Southern Confederacy could 
not permanently execute tho United Stales 
laws within that Confederacy. Tho territory 
might be overrun, every square rood of its soil 
might be moistened with blood, all resistance 
might possibly for a time disappear before tho 
march of a victorious army, but resistance 
would spring up again as speedily as a trodden 
blade of grass springs back to its position. 
Only by the nttcr annihilation of the whole 
population of the seceding States, only by the 
transformation of tho cutiro South into a red 
and recking desert, could the laws of the Uni- 
ted States bo enforced there; and they could 
not be enforced even then, for there would be 
none upon whom they could operate. 

Mr. Lincoln and his Secretary of State, it 
appears, have issued a proclamation, calling 
upon the loyal States for an army ol 7.">,000 
men for thc retaking of all the U. S. forts, ar- 
senals, armories, and other U. S. property 
seized by the Southern forces within thc last 
few months. We acknowledge, as wo have 
said, the Administration's legal authority to 
recover, if it can, its projierty grasped by the 
' Southern spoilers, but its practical attempt to 
exercise that right in the mode it proposes, 
would', if there should bo no effective interpo- 
sition between tho belligerent powers, brirg 
upon our whole country calamities as awful as 
any recorded in modern or in ancient history. 
Such calamities must lie averted if it is in thc 
power of wise and good and patriotic men to 
avert them. And here comes, according to 
our solemn convictions, thc great mission of 
tbe Border Slave States. We believe that the 
duty of these important States is rendered 
plain and palpable in thc lurid and baleful 
li^bt .of passing events. If wc were to go 
with thc South, or if wc wcro tn go with the 



the North have soon this from the beginning; 
but they had too easily yielded to thc indul 
gent temptation of treating these insolent 
ravings with silent contempt. Tho sudden 
elevation of that party, by the aid of Southern 
disunionists, to be a controlling political power 
in the land, blasting by its breath tho fairest 
heritage of man upon earth, has proved to 
Northern conscn atives thc folly of their su- 
pineness. Even before tho election of Mr. 
Lincoln vast numbers of them were thorough- 
ly aroused; and, if thc whole South had con- 
tinued firm in its position as the leader ot this 
conservative host, the Republican party would 
have been overwhelmed and demolished in the 
very moment of its victory. 

The different positions of the United States 
aro morally ns well as physically necessary to 
each other. The Southern States, as sound 
political communities, aro thc natural and ef- 
fective allies and supporters of the true friends 
of law, order, morality, and religion in the 
Northern States. We are necessary to them 
and they to us, to keep up that successful an- 
tagonism of good to evil which is the condition 
of the mural health of all communities of men. 

To show how this conflict is understood in 
the North, we return to tho American Quar- 
terly Church Heview, from which wo made a 
short quotation the other day. After a copi- 
ous citation of authorities from anti-slavery 
sources to prove the correctness of its descriji- 
tion of that party, copied in our issnc of Thurs- 
day, the Bartow proceeds: 

Under influences such as these at tha 
North, loyalty to the Nationil Constitution has 
been rapidly dying r ut, and a sentiment of Utter 
hostility to the Snu'h and to her institutions baa 
tieen as rapidly strengthening. Constitutional 
Compromises have been evaded and nubiiied. 
Organized interference with S >ut hern institutions, 
and of the most fearful import, has been incited 
and attempted ; arid it has been largely sympa- 
thized with outside the ranks of openlv avowed 
abolitionists. A d so, the North and the South, 
mutually dependent ou each other, each having 
its own distinct, and strongly marked, yet noble 
Ivpe of character, and Ixith Htiited titted by Provi- 
dence to be component pins of the greatest, 
mightiest nation the world has ever seen, under 
misrepresentation and abuse have been becoming 
alienated from each ol her ; haired has taken the 
place of love, and distrust uf conlidence. Tho 
North do not know the South, and tbe South 
do not know the North.

We mean the 
Hon. John J. Crittenden, United States Senator 
from Kentucky. When the present excitement 
shall have passed by, and men can look coolly 
upon the danger in all its appalling magnitude, 
thai MOM will be linked with NVashiugton, and 
held in veneration as long as the Union shall be 
remembered on the pages of history. 

What the future of tbe Kepublic and of our 
common cum ry is to be, it is impossible at the 
time of cur present writing to predict. Hope or 
f-*r prevails, as the lield of vision is changed. 
But disunion is m unuatural, and we believe so 
unnecessary, ard so surely fraught with fearful 
evils, that the re-establishment of our nationali- 
ty on a lirmer basis, and with still more glorious 
results, we shall not eea;e to look and to labor 
for. The great majority of tbe people of the 
North are thoroughly loyal in feeling to the Con- 
stitution, and will be true to all its obligations. 
With a better understanding between the North 
and tho South, with every just cause of otfence 
removed, and every honorahle guarantee secured, 
we wait to see the old (lag wave onco more over 
a reunited and glorious Confederacy. liut there 
is another and a great work to be done. A 
healthier public sentiment must becreatitl. Men 
who live as alarmists and fomenters of national 
discord must be taught their place. Treason is 
villainy, whether in the pulpit, tbe lecture room, 
or tbe newspaper; and has no more right thin 
blasphemy or licentiousness to skulk behind lhat 
miserable cant term of ' 'free speech. " Likeevery 
o'hor great crime against public virtue, it is to be 
suppressed always and everywhere. Above all, 
the God of Heaven must be the God of our peo- 
ple, and His will their guide. And. to this end, 
the Church must meet the self-wilhd indiwiiual- 
ism and the protentous infidelity of tho times 
with a boMW front, a tirmer faith, a warmer 
heart, a more heroic self-sacrifice, and a w iser 
adaptation of the Gospel to the practical wants uf 
the age.

Let her remem- 
ber the invasion of the British army with its bat- 
tle cry of "beauty and booty," and answer if she 
can w'ithout a blush. In return for all these ben- 
efit»,she is wit h perfidious ingratitude endeavoring 
to ruin Ihe nation that nought her, protected her. 
and so liberally fostered her intereats. She i- 
trying to bring what she know s will be ruin upon 
her Kentucky and Tennessee defenders, and in- 
finite mischief un all those people of the 
up|ier valley, whose commerce has made her 
insolent with the fat of prosperity. Can she 
protect herself or can her traitor consort, 
protect her in her assumed independence? Not 
so; full well she knows that the most paltry 
naval power, by blockading the river, could com 
pell her into ignominious submission. She trusts 
to eur protecting arm, with the hope that our in- 
terests, if not our sympathy, will afford her aid 
against foreign enemies. Oar trade built up her 
great mart, our aid will always be necessary to 
its safety, vet she has tha cool effrontery to at- 
tempt keeping us from the free navigation of our 
own river, and to lax our trade in obtaining ac- 
cess to her market,. 

All this is thc extreme of folly. She cannot bo 
so insane a i to trust to our forbearance under 
such ungrateful wrong. She has been deluded 
with the belief that the Border Slave States of 
the valley would come and join her in secession. 
Now. when that falsehood is so thoroughly ex- 
posed, now that those States have so emphatically 
said they have no adequate cause for secession, 
and, that as to herself, she has r.ot even decent 
pretext for it, will she rersevere in her mad at- 
tempt at disui inn? Will she not make a virtue 
of necessity, voluntarily resume her place in the 
Union, and not wait lo lie compelled? 

She, like her consorts, has been duped and pre- 
cipitated into secession. Her disunion conspira- 
tors havo "fired her Southern heart" by showing 
bow Abolitionists and Yankees have abused her 
institutions. Her lire-eaters have not waited her 
bidding to avenge her in kind. There has never 
been a time when they did not pay hack in kind 
with unstinted measure. They may well he 
trusted for continuing to do so. They are gocd 
for that if fur nothing else. Thev can hold their 
own against the combined world, at a pelting 
wiih vituperative denunciation. 

But then, there is the irrepressible conflict. 
Whilst it was the mere nonsensical vagary of Lin- 
coln and Seward, with which they exposed their 
verv small pretensions to philosophical states- 
manship, tbe irrepressible conflict was cursed by 
the lire-eaters through all Ihe moods and tenses 
of denunciation. But when they had duped 
their Stales intu seceesion and were made to see 
that they had no interest either in the territori .1 
or fugive slave question, thev seized hold of the 
denounced irrepressihle conflict, bolstered it up as 
a true doctrine, aud now make it the all ."Utticient 
reawoti fur disunion. It may be thai there ia, ai.d 
will continue to be, an irrepressible conflict 
among party politicians, so long as the people of 
the two sections permit their prejudices to be 
played upon for party benefit. But that there 

h, s been any otherwise nationally Lniuri us con- 
ifer between frte and slave labor is about the 
grossest falsehood tfiat ever was palmed upon a 
gullibU nation. Our whole national experience 
is in its complete disproof. If there has been any 
such conflict, we have in its despite prospered as 
nation never prospered before. Uuring the last 
twenty-live years the c inflict is supposed to havo 
raged with peculiar tierce. less, yet that is pre- 
cisely the epoch uf unprecedented prosperity to 
both North and South. Take the case uf Ken- 
tucky, lying between ihe upp- rar.d nether stoua, 
in the very crush uf the uireful conflict. She 
tou has prospered to the entire content of her citi- 
zens. Her slaves have increased three-fold in 
value, and all her rich slave-worked lands nearly 
in the same proportion. No men, except cotton 
planters, have prospered mure or grown so swiftly 
rich as her industrious slave-working farmers. If 
such is the resnlt of the irrepressible conflict, let 
us cling to rather than attempt to floe from it. 

i. et us have si il 1 mure of that sort of mischief. 
We can afford to stand a great deal uf wordy 
abuse fr< m fanatics, for the sake of such substan- 
tial benefits. 

So also, in despite uf platform declarations, 
speeches of leaders, and Congressional resolves of 
the Republicans, tbe Southern mind was most 
industriously instructed into tbe belief, and the 
Southern heart frightened with the fear, thit 
Republicans were bent upon interfering with the 
rights of slaveholders within tbe S.ate«, that 
there would soon be free States enough to change 
the Constitution so as to give them the necessary 
power for that purpose. To silence this calumny 
and to quiet this fear, Congress pissed an irrevo- 
cable amendment uf the Constitution, expressly 
prohibiting anything of tbe sort. No sooner is 
this done than the cry is raised that it amounts 
to nothing; the Constiiu'ion was plain enough 
before, it wanted no amendment, and the act af- 
furds no evidence even uf a disposition at the 
North to conciliate. Indeed, a distinguished lead- 
er of the late Democratic parly has recently 
started the doctrine, that alt constitutional gu r- 
antees are worthless, thai they can and will be 
"trampled in the ground." What a doctrine to 
come from American, but especially Kentucky 
lijis. A constitutional guarantee worth nothing, 
even when il has eight millions of Americans to 
uphold it and vindicate its observance! What 
then is all our vaunted system of government, 
our constitutional lihertv worth? Is it all a mere 
cheat and delusion? fs it all indeed nobettel 
worth, as he seems to think, than any other the 
same amouut of lampblack aud paper? When 
men are in so desperate a condition as to urge 
such doctrine iu behalf of precipitation, we can 
cease to wonder at their temerity in attempting 
to drive Kentucky into disunion. " 

It is the duty uf every good citizen to do all 
he can towards undeceiving the people of Loui-i- 
ana and letting tbem know that it is not, never 
was, never will lie the intention of Kentucky. 
Tennessee, and Missouri to join her in secession, 
and that they will nut submit to her usurpation 
on their rights. This dune, after a short cooling 
time, Louisiana will return. When she does 
that, the Cotton Confederacy will rapidly dis- 
solve. Thus, and perhaps thus only, can we ex- 
pect a speedy restoration of the I'nion, with an 
amicable adjustment of our national affairs. 

Since the above was written, the writer has 
l>een much gratified to rind that the views given 
here and in his pamphlet of last January, as lo 
the probable mode of reconstruction, are fully 
confirmed by that eminent Virginian the Hon. 
Win. C. Kivea, who has filled so many high offices 
with such distinguished ability. In bis recently 
published speech, be fully confirms the opinion 
herein indicattd — lhat if Kentucky, Tennes-see. 
and Missouri aro only true lo themselves, a nit 
cling together, they have the abundant power to 
resture the Union. He says: 

•When a plan of adjustment shall have been 
concurred in by both the Border Slave and the 
Border Free States, then the Slave States in the 
valley of tbe Mississippi, interested in the free 
navigation and commerce of that river, will cor- 
lially unite with the powerful Free States above 
tbem in such a pressure upon Louisiana as must 
bring her back into the Union. It is impossible 
that the Slates lying upon tbe upper parts of tbe 
Mi-sissippi and its tributaries, can, for any length 
of time, acquiesce in the possession of its mouth 
by a power foreign to them. 

"It is ill vain that the Southern Confederacy 
proclaim the free navigation of the Mississippi as 
a general thesis. Look at tbe bill on the subject 
receutly passed by tbe Congress at Montgomery, 
and vdu will see that, while they doclaro the 
priiictple of Ihe freedom of the river, they, at the 
same time, preseribe multiplied regulations with 
regard to tbe trade upon it destined to States lie- 
yond the limits of Ihe Confederacy, the neglect 
or violation of any one of which involves the for- 
feiture or vessel and car^o, or other he* vy pen- 
alties. Tbtrte are vexations acd uanoyaoce; 
which cannot but be sorely felt; acd the lime 
will come, and come soon, in ease of au adjust- 
ment of existing controversies satisfactory to 
tbe Border States, when 'leunessee. Kentucky, 
Arkansas, Missouri, and Western Virginia, will 
earnestly unite w.th Pennsylvania, Ohio, In- 
diana, Illinois, ard Iowa in dVprecating and op- 
posing a foreign jurisdiction at tbe mouth of the 
Mississippi. 

This united pressure»«oncurring wi'h internal 
causes, will, 1 firmly believe, induce Louisiana, 
at no distant day, to return into the Union; and 
when she returns, the State of Mississippi must 
and will follow. Here, then, the line i f the se- 
ceded States is broken at its centre. Texas will 
he isolated on tbe west, Alabama, Georgia, Flori- 
da, and South Carolina, nn the east; and what 
rational motive can an}- of these Spates have to 
continue in such a condition uf segregation, 
»hen, in the meantime, every reasonable guaran- 
tee shall have l>«en ol.'tained for the security of 
their rights in the Union? '

The Poek and the Kino. — The New York 
Post says: " In the middle of the paved piazza 
before St. Peter's, at Koine, encircled by thai 
crescent of columns which is the proudest monu- 
ment of Reruini's f kill, and between the two foun 
tains whose dazzling play of crystalline waters 
add a peculiar charm to the architectural gran- 
deur of the locality, there stands a lone obelisk, 
brought years ago from the debris of F.gyptian 
cities, from those ruins of ante-Christian periods 
which fringe the banks of the Nile. Rude and 
unfinished in design and workmanship, it remains 
an eloquent contrast to thegorgeousness by which 
it is surrounded. Its sides are covered with 
strange inscriptions, couched in hieroglyphics 
which puzzle and amaze the student and are ut 
terly incomprehensible to the general observer. 
It i< a reminiscence of old times. Had it thoughts, 
feelings, and affections, they would not be centred 
in the Rome of mediaeval or modern times — in 
the memories and glories of the great men of the 
Eternal City. Tbey would reach back to the 
times of the Sessotris and the Pharaohs, to the 
gates of Thel>es and the halls of Heliopolia, when 
these carved hieroglyphics were alive with mean- 
ing, and told to passers by the history of some 
mighty monarch whose very name is now forgot- 
ten. 

In the midst of the Italy of to-day, rich in the 
fullness of a nation's rising glory and indepen- 
dence, and surrounded by all the evidences of in- 
dividual, religious, and national freedom, stands, 
like the Egyptian obelisk before St. Peter's, the 
present Pope of Rome. His hopes, his aspira- 
tions, his feelings belong as purely to a long past 
age as did that carved monument of F'gj-ptian la- 
bor when first it was raised before the nobles' 
triumph of modern architecture. The Pope's 
last allocution too truly proves this. In the 
march of modern progress Pius IX. sees only an 
engine of destructon directed against the tempo 
ral papacy. In the uprising of the Italian people 
and their successful struggles for liberty he dis- 
cerns only the spread and temporary success of 
irreligion and infidelity. In the freedom of the 
press he perceives only an encouragement to lib- 
ertinism. His allocution is one reiterated non 
po*?u>fl>'«. The Pope cannot make the conces- 
sions his people demand. He cannot associate 
himself with those who fight against the Church 
and destroy the faith. He cannot do aught else 
than follow in the footsteps of his predecessors, 
although the great revolution of the age in regard 
to religious freedom renders it absolutely necessary 
for him to follow some other path. Ho can pro- 
mise nothing — he can do nothing. He can only, 
he says, pray and suffer. 

This allocution, so utterly unfitted to the pres- 
ent age, creates great disappointment in Europe; 
but it will not materially change the prospects of 
the Papacy. The remarkable speech of Count 
Cavour, delivered before the Italian Parliament, 
shows that the moment is at hand when Rome 
will be no longer the seat of the temiioral power 
of the Pope, but the capital of United Italy. 
Every respect will be paid to the person of the 
Pontiff, and every due veneration accorded to his 
high position in the religious world. But Church 
and State will be separated. 

Pius IX. has repeatedly expressed his willing- 
ness to live in exile or to suffer a martyr's death. 
Bjt it is highly improbable that either will be bis 
fate. In Rome, for so many centuries the home 
of the Popes, should the Popes still remain. This 
is the sentiment of the Catholic world, and one 
which the Italian Parliament seems to fully com- 
prehend; and we have little doubt that in a few 
months we shall see t he Papacy, as a spiritual 
power, supported by the material strength of the 
kingdom of Italy, and the Pope at the last yield- 
ing to the inevitable force of circumstances and 
living within the Vatican, while Victor Emanuel 
peacefully wears the crown of Italy in the (Juiri- 
nul.

THE MILITARY ORGANIZATION OF TUB < ON. 
FEDERATE STATES. 

Much misapprehension exists in the public 
mind, in regard to the military organization es- 
tablished by the Congress for the protection of 
the Confederate States. We 1 bserve that even 
the New Orleans Delta has fallen into a |>opular 
error — that of supposing that State troops are, or 
may be, incorporated iute the regular army oT 
the Confederacy; it spi ke, some daye ago, of the 
Zouave battalion of Louisiana, as having been 
thus incorporated. As we proceed, we shall show 
that this is not and cannot be the case. 

On making some inquiries in the proper ouar- 
ters, we ascertain that two distinct armies have 
been provided for by the acts of Congress. They 
have no connection with each other; the mode of 
officering them is essentially different, and the 
terms of sen ice are are dissimilar. 

The first of these armies is what is called the 
"Provisional army." It is this to which the Zou- 
ave battalion and" all other volunteer nam, now 
in the service of the Confederate States, belong. 
It was raised by the Congress to meet the press- 
ing exigencies upon us, and will be disbanded 
when the emergency shall have ceased which 
called it into existence. It is composed of 
such "companies, battalions, and regiments" 
as have been (or may be) turned over to the Con- 
federacy by the several States from their several 
armies or corps of volunteers, with th" consent of 
the troops transferred. The minumum term of 
service is one year. A rule ot the War Depart- 
ment requires these troops to be received only 
from the several State Executives: they, of course, 
having previously secured the assent of the or- 
ganizations transferred. These troops retain the 
organiz»tions with which they enter the Provis- 
ional army, "companies, battalions, and regi- 
ments," remaining such and retaining their offi- 
cers. But the President has the right, by law. to 
appoint certain field officers for this "Provisional 
armv " — a right which be has exercised in making 
brigadiers thereof of Colonels Bragg and Beaure- 
rrard. and appointing Col. Hardee Colonel of its 
first regiment. 

Many "crack" volunteer companies, not only 
from the Confederate States, but also from the 
Border States, have sought, independently, to be 
incorporated into this "provisional army:" but 
the rule is inflexible, and unless they are offered 
bv some one of the Governors of the Confr derate 
States, upon a requisition from the War Depart- 
ment, they are not received. Practically, the 
"provisional army " is about full; the patriotism 
of the people was fully up to the mark of the 
needs of the country. 

Memorandum, al»V°at in contemplation of law, 
surgeons and assistant surgeons of the volunteer 
and State army troops, turned over to the Con- 
federacy to make part of the "provisional army,'" 
are not "officers;" and they are therefore not re- 
tained. The deficiency is supplied by appointing 
(temporarily) acting assistant surgeons for such 
troops. 

Memorandum, also, that the single slight ex- 
ception to the rule, that the component organiza- 
tions of the "Provisional array, "derived as afore- 
said, from the several States, remain as when 
mustered into the service of the Confederate 
State- — is, that independent, or isolated compa- 
nies will lie consolidated into battalions or regi- 
ments. This, of course, is indispensable. 

Another point about the "Provisional army:" 
Its surgeons aud assistants surgeons are only tem- 
porary appointees, acting as such, while the ser- 
vice may require fhem. 

The regular army of the Confederacy, is entire- 
ly distinct from the "Provisional." It is not yet 
organized. The officers of only two regiments 
have yet been appointed, soon the officers of four 
other regiments will be appointed. The organi- 
zation is very similar to that of the United States 
army. 

As soon as appointed, many of the offices of 
the regular army »i!l be ordered to the recruiting 
service. And it is in this way onlv that the reg 
ular army will be raised. Aa yet it does not con- 
tain a single nou commissioned officer or private, 
while the Provisional army has thousands of men 
in the field. 

The regular army will begin to take form and 
substance, probablv, within six months. 

Officers resigned on account of secession from 
the army of the United States, receive appoint- 
ments as of course, in the regular army. Civil- 
ians are eligibie, but the former are certainly 
provided. 

Applications by civilians for positions as sur- 
geons and assistant surgeons in the regular army 
need now hardly be madewith expectation of suc- 
cess. There is onlv a limited number of appoint- 
ments to fill; and these, necessarily, will be given 
to resigmd surgeons and assistants from the army 
of the United States. 

The engineer corps is, we learn, most inacces- 
sible to civilians; protiably because there are ac- 
complished officers (redgned) from the United 
States armv, to fill the positions. We doubt— 
wi'hont lieing able to state positively — whether 
any civ lian, whatever his attainments, will be 
received tnto the engineers. Position, for civil- 
ians, is next most difficult of attainment lu the 
artillery. 

We believe that we liave corrected above a 
score or more of [topular errors, In regard to our 
military organizations. Those who feel special 
interest in the subject will, of course, notice the 
emphasis of the foregoing. Doing so may sv. e 
a bw-,,1 deal of trouble, as we f«.£l eonfUml thai 
our ntittemsiil* aro a< > mate.

The regiment isorg,nized, and will soon be called 
for, as will be seen from the following despatch to 
me from Montgomery before hostilities occurred: 
Confederate States or America,) 
War Dr.f \rtmemt, 
MontooMkrv, April U, 1861. ) 
Coi.. Blantox DrNCAX: 

•Sir: Although this Department is not even yet 
prepared to accept your regiment, the Secretary 
of War instructs me to say to you, that, the as- 
pect of affairs is such as to warrant tho confident 
i>elief that in a verv short time its services will 
be very acceptable to this Government. He 
therefore trusts, that you will hold the regiment 
prepared to move instantly, at the call of this 
Department.

All arrangements have been made by me for 
transportation, as likewise for properly uniform- 
ing the men. As my whole object is to benefit 
the South, and prevent our own subjugation, I 
trust that harmony will prevail, and that there 
mav he no impatience because of delay. We are 
under orders, and it behooves us to wait with 
calmness for the directions of those, whom we 
acknowledge as superiors, and whose welfare we 
have at heart. When the order comes I hope 
that there will be no laggards, and that we may 
at once assemble at the rendezvous, and go to 
battle for the defence of invaded States, whose 
destiny must now be ours. 1 have telegraphed 
requesting that orders shall come as speetlilv « 
in the judgment and convenience of tho defence 
of invaded States, whose destiny must now bo 
on--. I should like to engage JO buglers, 11 
drummers, and 10 lifers.

FORT LIVINGSTON, GRAND TFRRE ISLAND. 

A Urge fort, unfinished; siluafed at the moti'h 
of Barrataria Bay, it commands the approach to 
New Orleans by the Bayou Barrataria. 

This is near the site of the celebrated fort of 
Lafitte. This work, which has !>een standing 
several years in an unfinished condition, awaiting 
its final'settlement, may now be completed, and 
should at least be guarded. It still requires for 
its efficioncy the grading of the parapets, laying 
the gun platforms, completing inside quarters, 
drawbridge and magazine, grading glacis, raising 
door of counterscarp gallery, und completing 
works for the security of the site. These works 
for the protection of ths site have been carried on 
to some extent during the past year, and by a 
well concentrated force of men, could be quickly 
made equal to the imminent importance of its 
position. We point to this fort with marked in- 
terest on this cccasion, owing to the ominous in- 
telligence brought to ns by every reliable report. 
No doubt troops and ordnance will be sent there, 
as well as workmen, by the earliest opport unity. 
Let them be our troops and our workmen. An 
ounce of precaution is better than a pound of cure. 

FORT ST. rlIILI.II', MISSISSIPPI KtTkU, LA. 

This isacasemated fort, verv strong, with most 
of its guns mounted. It is situated 011 the left 
(east) bank of the Mississippi river, opposite Fort 
Jackson, and commands the navigation of the 
river. Here our military forces have been sta- 
tioned, and worked to great advantage in every 
wav. This is the fort which was bombard' d in 
18L") by the British. It was commanded by 
Maj. Overton the uncle of the pre-ant Governor 
T. Overton Moore. Since the last uuiiual report 
the operations at this work have consisted in re- 
constructing, on limber foundations, the relieving 
arches on face and part of those on face .', wi'b 
their corresponding parapets, increasing the width 
of foundations of some other roiieving arches of 
land fronts, and nearly completing olhor repairs' 
of some fronts. 

Since the stationing of State troops at this fort 
many improvements have been made, and we 
learn thai the twenty-eight gun platforms of the 
old armament of the lower exterior battery are in 
good order and condition. '1 he change of ten of 
them to Columbiad plat forms, and the resetting 
the twenty-eight-gun platforms of the upp. r ex- 
terior battery, which were entirely out of level, 
by undue settlement, can be effected at little, ex- 
pense, if thev are not now perfect. 1 boat of the 
interior of the main work rthirty seveu in all) 
can be set ready for their guns completely, if thev 
are not so already. 

FORT JACKSON, MISSISSIPPI RIVER. 

This is a casemated fort, and has nearly all Ha 
guns and plenty of ammunition; situated on the 
right (west) liank of the Mississippi, anil about 
seventy miles from New Orleans, and aliout 
twenty-five miles from the head of the Passes 
leading into the Gulf of Mexico. It is a strong 
fort, and commands the navigation in connection 
with Fort St. Phillip. 

The means at present available w ill complete 
the construction of the lower exterior battery, 
so as to have it ready for its proposed total arma- 
ment of thirtv-one barbette guns. The ui lin 
woik, which Is in good defensible condition, has 
many of its cueuiate and barbette guns already 
mounted. 

TOUT TIKE, RIGOLr.TS. 

This is a casemated fort, .-iiuatcd on the uorth 
pass between Like Borgne and Lake Pontcba: - 
train, aud commands most of the navigation be- 
tween New Orleans and the Gulf It is in excel- 
lent condition. The defense will be increased by 
the proposed substitution, of four eights Colum- 
biads and seven-eights sea-coast howitzers for aa 
many twenty -four pounders. The sea wall of 
the Hospital needs some extension. For enlarg- 
1 lg the gun platform.-, rearranging drawbridge, 
and extension of sea-wall, an appropriation w ill 
be needed. 

I1ATTEIIV IIIEVENCK, RAVOr 1UK\ KM I . 

This had no garrison, and but few guns. It is 
situated near the entrance of the Biyou into 
Lake B' rgne, commands an important approach 
to New Orleans — and also Into two o her large 
bayous This work is generally in good condi- 
tion; and wi h the excep'ion of two eight Colum- 
biad platforms is ready for its armament. For 
the revetment of interior slope of parapet, w hich 
needs renewing, it is proposed to substitute a 
brick breast -high wall. 

tower prritE, nivor t« nir.. 

N > garrison. Not armed Si-uated to com- 
mand the navigation of Bayou Dupre, into Lake 
Borgne. 

In pretty good condition, and ready for arm- 
ament, except the platforms of eight Colum- 
biad*. 

FORT MACOMB, CHEF MENTEt ft. 

Casemated fort. Situated on the South Pass, 
between Lakes Borgne and Pontchartain. 

This work, which is in pretty good condition, is 
ready for its or ginal armameut, part of which 
shouil, however, be replaced by 4 8 Columbiols 
and 7-8 howitzer, for which platforms are still to 
be provided. The drawbridge needs some repairs, 
also Ibe revetment of the counterscarp The 
revetment of the bank of the Bayou ought also to 
be extended. 

TOWER AT rRCH TOR M LANDING, LAKE BOIU.NE, 
I.OUSIANA. 

Unfinished. SituaDd at the end of the Mexi- 
can Gulf Railroad on Lake Borgne. 

We have mentioned the condition of the fore- 
going forts as accurately as we luve been informed, 
but hope to learn of" additional improvements, 
and at an early day to report their respective 
strength of men". As far as land works are avail- 
able for defence, they fulfil a very useful purpose. 
But, auxidiarry to "the*o, we need also a naval 
force, or at least floating batteries to protect the 
mouth of the Mississippi and the bayous and in- 
lets bv which the city may be approached from 
the sea. To prevent or break up a blockade, 
however, an efricieut force would be Indispen- 
sable.

To the Edttort of the hiuisrillt Journal: 

Versailles, Ky., April 10, 1801. 

In I he I/Ouis ville Courier of yesterday (9th) 
there is a list of seven questions asked of you. to 
which I crave permission to give some answers 
through your columns. 

1. "Is the Federal Union as it existed on the 
Gth of Novemlier last dissolved?" 

I answer no. It is not entirely dissolved, though 
the f'n.'on is much disturbed, and, to a certain ex- 
tent, disrupted. This has been effected by a set 
of designing, ambitious men, working upon the 
j is'ions and sectional prejudices of an excitable 
and deluded people. And verily, "they will 
have their reward in the execrations of posteri- 
ty. 

" 2. "If yes, should the Federal Government 
formally recogniza the independence of the Con- 
federate States?" 

No, it certainly should not until the peop/e cf 
the "Confederate States" have had ample time to 
test the beauties and benefits of 1 heir new gov- 
ernment; have learned that the good old Union 
intends them no harm, and is tho l>«st p ace for 
them; and not till they have, after a "sooer, se- 
cond thougnt," reiused to return to their alle- 
giance to the Government of their fathers and 
live in peace with their brothers and friends. 

3. "If no, is it the doty of the Federal Gov- 
ernment to collect the revenue In the ports of the 
Confederate Stales, and enforce the laws within 
their limits?" 

It may be the stric' duty of the Government to 
do so, as it may be the duty of a parent to enforce 
obedience from a refractory and sp ilt, pouting 
child ; but prudence and policy may dictate a dif 
ferent course as moat likely to reclaim 
the prodigal and lead him back to his obedience 
and affection for his proper and natural protector. 

4. "Should ihe Confederate States be asked to 
return to the I'nion unless the Free States will 
first consent to such constitutional guarantees to 
slavery anil the rights of the Slave States as will 
insure peace to the whole country and prevent a 
recurrence of the political convulsions of the last 
four yearB ?" 

In answer to this I think the first question 
asked should lie: Will you promise in future to 
behave yourselves and live in peace with your 
friends, "and when differences occur endeavor to 
settle them in a patriotic and constitutional man- 
ner ; and not secede whenever you are, for a time, 
dispossessed of power and cannot have everything 
exactly your own way. 

But if asked to return before guarantees are 
given by the North, it should lie by the Border 
Slave States, who uhould say come back to us, 
who have been greater sufferers than yon, aud 
whom vou have deserted and left in a weak and 
expos, d cond t ion, well knowing that in case of 
extremity and war we will be between vou and 
the greatest danger. Come back nnd unite your 
efforts with ours in demanding and securing our 
Constitutional rights. It will be time for you to 
talk to us abotr joining you when you have 
shown some regard for our feelings and interests. 

"Should the Border Slave States, all efforts 
at reconstruction failing, remain with the North 
rather than go with the other slave States into a 
Southern Confederacy?" 

The Cotton States, through their President, 
Jefferson Davis, have said that reunion is not to 
be thought of, and that efforts to effect it would 
certainly prove unavailing. Under such circum- 
stances, if the serrdiwj Slates maintain the same 
position, and the Northern States give guarantees 
satisfactory to the Border ones, they should re- 
main in the Union upon the principle (*o far as 
the South is concerned) that you acted for your 
interests regardless of ours, we will now act for 
ours regardless of yours. 

»i. "If all other slave States should withdraw 
from the old Union and unite in the Southern 
Government, would it be tbadatv of patriots to 
oppose Kentucky in going out of the Union?" 

It would be thedutvof patriots (meaning there- 
by all loyal sons of Kentucky) to judge, accord- 
ing to tho best if their ability, amid all the sur- 
rounding circumstances, what was best for the 
interests and safety and happiness of the State, 
and then urge her to take that course and oppose 
her taking any other. 

7. "If the Border Slave States Convention, 
which it is proposed to hold at Frankfort in a few 
weeks, shall agree upon an ultimatum, what 
should Kentucky do if it should be reiected by the 
North?" 

No set of great and wise men in concocting a 
plan of settlement for a country of diverse inter- 
ests, different sections, and various shades of 
prejudice and opinion, would lav down a rigid ul- 
timatum, like a Procrustean bed, and require all 
sections to be cut off or stretched out to tit its ex- 
act proportions. The noble and patriotic example 
of our glorious Crittenden, when, in the Senate 
but a few weeks since, he ga\ e up bis own plan 
of adjustment and voted for another, might be 
very aptly and properly followed. But if such 
should be the case, my answer to this question 
would lie the same as' to the immediately pre- 
ceding one. 

Before I close I wish to ask the Courier men 
one question. If Kentucky, by a decisive ma- 
jority, elects the delegation headed bv Crittenden 
and Guthrie, and the Border Slave States Con- 
vention, prop' sed to be held in Frankfort, adopts 
a plan of settlement by the entire vote of Dela 
ware, Maryland, Kentucky, and Missouri, and a 
majority of that of Arkansas, to which Virginia, 
Tennessee, and North Carolina refuse to agree but 
secedn, and aro afterwards followed by Arkansas, 
and this plan is promptly accepted and ralificd by 
the North -will they, as loyal sous of Keii'ucky, 
pledge themselves to behave like good citizens, 
and lend their influence to promote her interests 
in that course, and earnestly and honestly sup- 
port the Government to which she choses to ad- 
here, and not continue to create anarchy and dis- 
satisfaction whereby "to preripitate" her into the 
arm9 of the Cottonade Confederacy? 

1 would like to say a few words on another 
branch of this subject of compromise and settle- 
ment, but lest I occupy too much space in your 
columns I will, for the present, desist.

Numerous amendments 
were offered, and finally it was adopted with an 
amendment, providing that nothing therein con- 
tained should apply to Southern States which 
have declared or may declare their separation in 
cese their separation is acknowledged or contin- 
ued. 

The debate was then exclusively confined lo the 
surrender of F'ort Sutnpter. 

Cincinnati. April IS. 
The news of the surrender of Fort Sumpter 
created profound sensation. The newspaper of 
tices last night were lieseiued hv thousands eager 
io hear the news. The military spirit of the city 
is thoroughly amused, and the stars and stripes 
wave from all the public and many private build- 
ings. The people, to a man. will sustain the Ad- 
ministration.

Kai.timui:e. April 1 1. 
The I'nion feeling in this city has been nnmM- 
tskably displayed since F'riday. Men with cock- 
ades and secession emblems have been chased by 
crowds and protected by the police. 

The bark Fanny Fenshaw hoisted a secession 
rUg to-day, and a crowd compelled a bov on the 
vessel to take it down. The captain afterwards 
rehnisted it, and it required a detachment of 30 
of the police to protect it from ihe people. The 
indignation is intense. All the other vessels in 
port hoisted the American fl ig. 

Washikoton, April 1 1. 
Senator Douglas called on the President to- 
night. He had an interesting conversation on the 
present condition of the country. The substance 
of it was, on the part of Mr. Douglus, that while 
he was mutually opposed to the administration, 
on all its political issues, he was prepared to sus- 
tain the President in the exercise of all his con- 
stitutional functions to preserve the I'nion, main- 
tain the gevernment and defend the Federal Cap- 
ital. He was in favor of a firm policy and prompt 
action. The capitol and all our country is in dan- 
ger and must lie protected at all hazards, and at 
any expense of men and money. He spoke of the 
present and future without reference to the past. 

Mr. I.incln was very much gratified with the 
interview. 

Official advices from Montgomery indicate that 
the Confederate States on reassembling will at 
once declare war against the United States. It 
is believed that in the act of declaration a dis- 
tinction will lie made between alien friend" and 
alien enemies, the former including the Under 
States and such citizens of Ihe North aa oppose a 
coercive administration.

The following is the form of a call on the res- 
pective State Government* for troops issued 
through the War Department to day: 

Sir: Cnder the act of Congress for calling out 
the militia to execute the laws of the In ion to 
suppress insurrection, repel invasion, Mc, ap- 
proved F'eb. 28' h 17!i5, I have the honor to re 
quest your Excellency to cause to las immediately 
detached from the militia of your State, the quota 
designated in the table below, to serve as infantry 
or rill-men for a period of three months, or sooner 
if discharged. \ our I'.xcellency will please com- 
municate to me the time ab"tit which your 
quota will be expected at its rendezvous, as it will 
lie met as soon as possible by an officer or officers 
to muster it into the service end pay of the ("ni 
ted States. At the same time the oath of fidelity 
to the I'nlted States will be administered 
to every officer and man. The mustering i Ulcers 
will be'lnstructed to receive none into the rank of 
commissioned tllicers who is in years apparently 
oyer 45 or under 18 years of age, at who is not 
in physical strength and vigor. 

1 he quota to each Stale is as followf; Maine, 
New Hampshire, Vermont, P.hr-de Island Con- 
nectieut, Delaware, Arkansas, Micnigan, Wiscon- 
sin, Iowa, and Minnesota, one regiment each; 
Massachusetts, North Carolina, and Tennessee, 
two regiments each; New York, seventeen regi- 
ments; Pennsylvania sixteen regimtnts; Ohio 
thirteen regiments; New Jersey, Maryland, Ken- 
tucky, Mis ouii. four regiments each; Illinois and 
Indiana six regiments each; and Virginia three 
regiments. 

It is ordered that each regiment shall consist on 
an aggregate of 780 officrrs and men. The total 
thus to be called out is 73,391 men; the remain- 
der — which constitutes the 75,000 men — under 
the President's Proclamation — will be composed 
of troops in the District of Columbia. 

Hon. John Cochrane has offered (Joy. Curtin 
I>50,0o0 of the loan authorized by Pennsylvania 
to arm and equip the troops ordered by that State. 

A delegation of Pittsburg merchants have 
made a similar tender. 

Chaki.KsTon, April 11. 

The steamer Nashville from New York, arrived 
hero at .1 o'clock on Saturday morning. 

An eye-witness of the firing on Friday night, 
says it was terrillically grand, and reached the 
climax at ten o'clock at night, when the sky wis 
overcast by rain clouds. 

The streets were tilled with people nearly all 
night. House tops, shipping, and every availa- 
ble place was covered with spectators. Towards 
morning the firing diminished — a few random 
shots only were fired and replied to only occa- 
sionally by Sumpter. When the fire and smoke 
was first sean issuing from Sumpter, it was sup- 
posed to be only a signal to the ships which were 
in the offing, apparently blockading the port as 
they remained quietly at anchor. 

Chaki.KsTon, April 15. 
I" very one anxiously wai'ed to see what the 
vessels would do, and fully expected the engage- 
ment would he general. 

At 10 A. M. Sumpler was plainly seen to be on 
fire, Ihe llsmes burs ing through the roofs of the 
houses within it. At this time. Major Anderson 
scarcely fired a sho', while bombshells and grape 
scattered like hail over hitn and drove the soldiers 
under cover. 

The iron battery at Cumming's Point, only 
1,500 yards from Sumpter, kept up a continuous 
lire from its rifled cannon. 

The fire from the tl isning battery and Moultrie 
was regular and accurate. The land battery was 
scarcely ii jared by the brisk tire k»pt up by An- 
derson; scarcely a misslefrom this battery missed 
Sumpter. The floating battery proved impene- 
trable; every shot from it told on Sumpter. 

Shells from Ihe mortars at Mount Pleasant bat- 
tery were thrown with great precision. While 
Sumpter was on fire, Anderson was obliged to 
cease his cannonading to direct his efforts to put 
it ou', twice. He succeeded, and to do this his 
men had to go outside the walls and pass water 
through the port boles, lieing exposed to a ter- 
rific lire, this was not resorted to till the fort was 
on tire for the third time, and llames had increased 
to an alarming extent. After a few moments be 
ordered them in and about the lotteries, as the 
smoke was too thick to work them. At noon the 
flames burst from every part of it, and the de- 
atrui lion was complete. 

Wasiiim.ton, April 15. 
George N. Saunders has telegraphed the follow- 
ing despatch to Dean Richmond, August liel- 
inont, Mayir Wood and others :
